The arrest of Dr. Hilda Hidalgo, 
the 65-year-old state assistant edu- 
cation commissioner of Newark was 
a surprise to everyone.

The arrest occurred 
on Wednesday, October 20 at the 
Morton Street School in Newark as 
Dr. Hildago was conducting an 
inspection. 

According toa recent release of 
the Newark Board of Education, a 
Newark police officer had issued a 
complaintasserting that Dr. Hidalgo 
attempted to strike him during 
Wednesday’s incident. The Execu- 
tive Superintendent Eugene C. 
Campbell denied any role in the 
arrestof Dr. Hidalgo andexplained, 
“That it was not the intent of the 
Newark Board of Education to ar- 
rest Dr. Hidalgo, rather the Newark 
Police Department made the deter- 
mination to arrest her .”

Education has a new dress code in 
place, which prohibits students 
from wearing offensive clothing in 
school. The policy states, that the 
Board will not interefere with the 
right of studentsand parents/guard- 
ians to make decisions regarding 
appearance, except when their 
choices affect the educational pro- 
gram of the schools.

It was this incident that sparked 
the Fourth Avenue Concerned Citi- 
zens Group to make an effort to in- 
volve the Governor. In a letter dated 
October 6, 1993, group spokesman 
Lavel Lewis requested that the Gov- 
emor “intervene on behalf of this 
community to prevent a crisis from 


escalating out of control.” 

Earlier this year, Davis was com- 
mended by Governor Florio for being 
a 1993 honoree of the Fourth Annual 
Tribute to Young Black Men. Florio 
referred to Davis as “a positive role 
model for young men throughout the 
entire state of New Jersey. ...I am 
certain that New Jersey will continue 
to flourish, as long as it can rely on 
people such as-yourself,” said Gover- 
nor Florio of Davis’ accomplishments 
community wide. 

Approximately two years ago, 
Davis founded Black Cops Against 
Brutality (B-CAP), an organization 
that conducts workshops throughout 
the community. The members of the 
organization also serve as mentors 
and positive role models to the youth

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The future of opportunity in jeopardy 
Black Coaches Association tackle N .C.A.A

Larry Johnson, star of the NBA’s 
Charlotte Hornets, recently signed a 
12 year, $84 million dollar contract, 
making him the highest paid athlete 
in the history of professional sports. 
Johnson, otherwise known as 
“Grandmama” from his Converse 
sneaker commercials, might not be 
where he is today, had he not such an 
illustrious career at UNLV , where he 
led the “Running Rebels” (one of the 
best teams ever assembled on the 
college hardwood) toa 1990N.C.A.A. 
Championship. 

The University of Nevada-Las 
Vegas, adivision-A college,nodoubt 
gave Johnson the opportunity to dis- 
play his talents in front of national 
television audiences, and largecrowds 
ona number of occasions. By the end 
of his senior year, everyone knew 
who Larry Johnson was; NBA 
scouts, coaches, agents, and Con- 
verse. Although Johnson made 
UNLV a lot of money in basket- 

ball revenue, “L.J.,”asheiscalled 
by teammates, took advantage of 
the opportunity in being enrolled 
as a student at UNLV. He madea 
name for himself during his junior 
and senior years as an athlete on the 
nationally ranked “Running Rebels” 
basketball team where he was twice 
named an All-American. 

But there was a time when Larry 
Johnson wasn’t considered “college 
material.” Growing up in the rough 
parts of Dallas, TX and living under 
adverse social and economic condi- 
tions, Johnson scored less than a 700 
on the SAT in high school, and thus, 
didn’t meet the requirements under 
the National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation’s former Proposition48 mule. 

As an All-American in high 
school, he was good enough to play 
basketball forany collegein the coun- 
try, butacademically he just wouldn’t 
make it, according to the powers that 


be. So “L.J.” was forced to take the 
humble road to stardom; he attended 
Odessa Junior College in Texas, 
where he also received kudos as a 
two-time Juco All-American and was 
named the 1989 Junior College Play- 
er of The Year. Johnson graduated 
from Odessa and proved to the Lords 
of the N.C.A.A. that he was ready for 
the big time, division 1-A, Jerry 
Tarkanian, and UNLV. The rest is 
history. 

In many respects, there are a lot 
of Larry Johnsonsinour society. They 
are our youth who today must over- 
come social, economic, and educa- 
tional ills that exist in their daily 
lives. They may not have the rare 
talent of a Larry Johnson and they 
don’t have to play basketball. But 
there is acommon theme that can be 
shared between L.J. and high school 
students of today, and that is the 
opportunity to succeed at whatever it 
is that they do. 

As a high school senior, Larry 
Johnson knew that he had a tal- 
ent, which was the gift to play 
basketball; and he would go to 
the Junior College of Hell or High 
Water in order to one day play at 
a major university. That’s Larry 
Johnson, 6ft.-6" and 240 pounds 
of resiliency who knew exactly 
what his talent was and who knew 
what he was capable of doing; reach- 
ing the zenith on every level of com- 
petition that he has ever played on. 

As for the average high school 
senior, the chancesare that they don’t 
know exactly what they want to do 
with their life, nor do they hardly 
realize their potential until they’re 
already in college. In the event that 
they do not meet today’s N.C.A.A. 
eligibility requirements under the 
current existing Proposition 42, 
(which requires high school seniors 
to score at least 700 on the SAT in 
addition to maintaining a 2.0 grade 
point average), there will be more 
young adults who will be neglected of 
the opportunity to seek out their tal- 


ents because realistically, not 
every student will take the Larry 
Johnson route of first going to a 
junior college and then transfer- 
ring to a major school. 

These lost opportunities were 


among the main concerns in ~ 


Washington last week, when 30 
members of the Black Coaches 
Association met with members of 
the Congressional Black Caucus, 
while boycotting the National Asso- 


ciation of Basketball Coaches’ Inau- $ 


gural Issues Summit meeting in Char- 
lotte, NC. The purpose of last Tues-

N.C.A.A. reforms. The B.C.A. boy- 


cotted the N.A.B.C. summit not in ©

making process, but to bring atten- 
tion to their particular interests. 

B.C.A.’s goals consists mostly of 
sense of civil urgency and specificity. 
‘The majorconcernsare the newschol- 
arship limitations that will soon go 
into effect, and the tougher academic 
requirements that it will demand from 
athletes. And a greater representa- 
tion of African-Americans on 
N.C.A.A. committees, demanding 
that candidacy for the vacant 
N.C.A.A. executive director’s posi- 
tion include African-American men 
and women.

sition 42 set to go into effect next | 


year for the 1994-95 incoming 
high school freshman, there will 
be a steady decrease of black ath- 
letes that attend division 1-A col- 
leges and universities. The new 
tule calls for high school stu- 
dents to score at least a 700 on the 
SAT’s while maintaining at least a 


2.5 grade point average. If the grade H 


point average is less than a 2.5, then 
the student must raise the SAT score 
with according proportions.
